Selectmen turned down Pub- 
lic Works Director Jack Petkus’ 
request to purchase a new 10- 
wheel dump truck this week. 
They decided to take no action 
after it was clear that no member 
supported the purchase, which 
would cost the town $110,000 
and be made just 13 days after 
the town defeated an override 
attempt at the ballot box. 

“I’m wary of the financial sit- 
uation we're going to be facing,” 
said Selectman Brian Major. 

“You've got to prioritize what 
you're going to do,” said Select- 
man Ted Teichert.

made and the matter was let go. 
“T think this board is leaning on 
the side of putting this money in 
our back pocket,” said Hender. 

Resident and School Com- 
mittee member Gerry Gustus sat 
in on most of the meeting and 
spoke on the matter. “I came 
down here to ask you to consid- 
er denying (this request). This is 
not the time to spend the money 
given the clear vote on June 11." 
he said. 

On June 11, Andover voters 
defeated a request to override 
Proposition 2/ to provide the 
schools operating budget with 
$1.13 million more. 

Petkus gave the selectmen a 
tough sales pitch, stressing the 
amount of money that had been 
saved already by the two 10- 
wheel trucks the town already 
owns. Two years ago, Petkus 
had said buying those trucks 
would save the town $100,000. 

The town eliminated hiring 
private sanders this year because 
of the 10-wheel trucks.

Officials studying Franciscan Center septic problem, 


Jeff Reycaux makes sure a water fountain is level at the new schools in west

Andover officials are rapidly 
gathering information on how 
they might handle the start o! 
school in September if the new 
middle school is ready for stu- 
dents, but the new elementary 
school is not. 

In particular, officials are look- 
ing into renting the Franciscan 
Center on River Road to tem- 
porarily house students, and 
opening Wood Hill Middle 
School to students while work 
continues on the attached elemen- 
tary school. 

The Franciscan Center has 
failed a Title V inspection, 
because a septic tank is backing 
up into a leaching field. However, 
School Building Committee 
members believe the town could 
add another tank to the site and 
pump it out to make the site 
usable. Kaija Gilmore, building 
inspector, told the committee 
such a plan “is doable.” 

“I don’t think the septic situa-

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St. Robert’s plans prayer, 
fasting day for abuse victims

St. Robert Bellarmine Parish 
is holding a day of fasting and 
prayer tomorrow, Friday, June 
28, as a way to show support for 
victims of abuse by priests. 

The Haggetts Pond Road 
Catholic church has launched a 
local chapter of the national 
group The Voice of the Faithful. 
Founded about two months ago, 
the national group was orga- 
nized to show support for those 
who have been abused by 
priests. 

“We felt it was important to 
show support for the survivors 
of clergy abuse at St. Robert’s 
by forming a local parish chap- 
ter,” said St. Robert's parish- 
ioner David Dlesk of Fossen 
Way. 

He said rather than a com- 
munal service, the fasting and 
prayer day offers a reflection 
time for those looking to show 
support for these victims. 

“The focus is on praying and 
fasting and recognizing the pain 
that others are going through,” 
Dlesk said. 

Dlesk explained that the 


prayer service enacts the first of 


three goals established by The 
Voice of the Faithful. 

That first goal is to show 
support for those who have 
been abused. 

Secondly, The Voice of the 
Faithful is encouraging Catholic 
churches to enact ways to show 
support for priests with integri- 
ly 

Thirdly, the group plans to 
bring chapters across the state 
together to call for “structural 
changes within the church” so 
that priests who abuse children 
are held accountable. 

Dlesk said a convention 1s 
being planned for July 20 in 
Boston where Catholic church 
chapter members, including St. 
Robert’s, will meet to discuss 
those structural changes. 

The Voice of the Faithful let- 
ter of support to victims of sex- 
ual abuse by priests says mem- 
bers are “outraged” by the 
priest betrayal and “we are 
filled with shame at the inade- 
quacy of our Church’s response 
to the offense against you. We 
are so sorry to have let you 
down.”

ing his time for the Boston Can- 
nons in Lowell. “Still, there 
could be a significant argument 
that women should be wearing 
helmets. 

Sigman, who formally 
worked on the medical staffs of 
the Kings, Lakers, Dodgers, 
Angels and Mighty Ducks in 
Los Angeles, says that shoulder 
injuries are actually 4 lot more 
common, especially among the 
men. 

“Have I seen a lot of specific 
head injuries among women’s 
lacrosse players?” he adds. 
“No” 

However, the fact that head 
injuries are uncommon does not 
mean they don’t occur. On April 
2, a 16-year old player was 
struck on the head with a ball 
outside Doherty Middle School, 
and was rushed to the hospital 
for treatment. 

And more Andover kids are 
becoming involved in lacrosse, 
as both the boys and girls sport 
continues to rise in popularity in 
Andover, Lacrosse’s popularity 
is growing so quickly, that the 
fields at the new schools have 
been devoted to lacrosse. 

Despite isolated incidents 
like the one on April 2 players 
like Alice Gregory remain unin- 
timidated. “The only time it’s 
dangerous is in front Of the net,” 
Alice says. “There are random 
occurrences where the ball will 
go out of control and maybe hit 
you on the head. 

“Sometimes, teams are more 
aggressive than others,” she 
adds. “But in general, no (I 
don’t feel unsafe).” 

In fact, it is her brother Oliv- 
er who seems more concerned 
with the safety of the women’s 
lacrosse players — and he is 
more worried about hand 
injuries than head injuries. 

“I think girl’s lacrosse is 
more dangerous because they 
have nothing and the ball is pret- 
ty hard,” Oliver says. “But the 
only thing I would be concerned 


about is that they don’t have any 
gloves.” 

Rather than wearing more 
equipment, both Oliver and 
Alice agree the refereeing needs 
to be more consistent to lower 
the risks involved with lacrosse. 


“If you play the game right, 


then there shouldn’t be a lot of 


contact,” Oliver says. “It is a 
safe sport as long as the game is 
in control and... the only time 
it’s dangerous is when the refs 
let the game get out of control.” 

“Sometimes the rules tend to 
vary and there will be refs that 
call the check from behind and 
refs that don’t call the check 
from behind,” Alice adds. “The 
rule needs to be more specific.” 

According to Sigman, it is 
not head injuries, but knee 
injuries that are the real epidem- 
ic among all women athletes, 
including lacrosse players. 

“I did five ACL reconstruc- 
tions last year alone at UMass- 
Lowell,” he says. 

However, while no one 


knows exactly how to prevent 
knee injuries, preventing head 
injuries merely requires a hel- 
met. For an action that seeming- 
ly has no negative connotations, 
maybe it is something worth try- 
ing. “In any sport, if there is a 
way to make it safer then I am 
for that,” Alice says.

Can new group equal new housing help? 


By Rebecca Piro 

If Andover fails to increase 
its affordable housing stock, it 
won't be for lack of trying. 

A third body has stepped to 
the plate in the struggle against 
rising real-estate prices in town 
~ the Andover Future Housing 
Corporation. 

The only members right now 
are the same people who make 
up the Andover Housing 
Authority — wearing different 

hats. Their goal is to create more 
affordable housing in Andover. 

The Andover Future Housing 
Corp. joins the Andover Com- 
munity Trust, a private group 
that has constructed one perma- 
nently affordable home in town, 
and the Andover Housing Part- 
nership Committee, a group 
charged with reviewing compre- 
hensive-permit applications and 
brainstorming means to create 
more affordable homes. 

Ron Hajj is chairman of the 
Andover Housing Authority, 
which works to provide housing 
to low- to moderate-income 
families with state subsidies 
from the Department of Hous- 
ing and Community Develop- 
ment. Now a member of the cor- 
poration as well, he says AHA 
members wanted to create a sep- 

arate body in order to attract 
new sources of grant money. 

“(AHA) is part of DHCD, 


and they don’t 

have any funding & 

right now to give 7 
¥ 


to Andover,” he 
says. “So we've 
decided to try to 
do something on | 
our own.” 

The corporation 
will apply to state 
and federal gov- 
ernment agencies, 
as well as private 
agencies for 
money. They'll use| 
it to buy land and 
build homes 
affordable for peo- 
ple who work in 
Andover, or peo- 
ple who once lived 
in town but were 
priced out. 

“(We're looking for) people that 
fall in the income range, for a 
family, of $50,000,” says Hajj. 

But could adding to the 
bureaucracy of affordable hous- 
ing efforts hurt more than help’ 
Selectman John Hess, a liaison 
to the Housing Partnership 
Committee, doesn’t think so. 

“I don’t think we can have 
too many people talking about 
this issue.” he says. “It provides 
us with another player that’s 
willing to work on affordable 
housing issues.”

Another goal of the corpora- 
tion may be to monitor the 
affordable units that currently 
exist. With comprehensive per- 
mit plans, the few affordable 
units that are required as part of 
the development can “disap- 
pear” if no one monitors their 
affordability, says Hajj. There is 
currently some debate as to 
whether that’s happened to the 
affordable units at Abbot Pond 
Village on Andover Street. 

“From what I understand at 
Abbot Pond Village, three of 
those units were lost. And 
nobody knows how it hap- 
pened,” says Hajj. 

He also says that Andover’s 
need for affordable housing 
could increase tremendously in 
the future, despite the fact that 
the town is now close to meeting 
the state recommendation of 
having 10 percent of its total 
housing stock be affordable. 
Agreements that keep affordable 
some developments in town, 
like Andover Commons for 
example, are due to expire in the 
near future, and the owners will 
have the option to bump them to 
market-rate units. 

If the owners bump the price 
of such units, says Hajj, “That's 
going to put a whole different 
face on Andover, and the 10 per- 
cent is going to just disappear.”

have the poor but too-often earned reputation of 
using that statement as an unofficial slogan. If there’s 
money remaining in a budget at the end of the year, 
many agencies will find a way to spend it, believing 
that if they don’t, their allocation will be reduced the 
succeeding year. 

With June 30, the end of the fiscal year, approach- 
ing, there’s almost sure to be some of that going on 
right now. Finding ways to provide department heads 
with incentives to save can be difficult, but should be 
pursued. In the case of Andover town government, 
elected officials must also aggressively pursue ways 
to cap new spending. 

The selectmen’s decision Monday to deny a 
request to buy a new 10-wheel dump truck was the 
correct one, for two reasons. 

Public Works Director Jack Petkus asked for the 
truck because an unusually mild winter left the town 
with money in its snow-removal budget. When 
Andover gets pelted by an unusually stormy winter,

Heather Drive 


residents focus 
on environment 


Editor, Townsman: 

In a recent edition of the 
Townsman, a letter writer ques- 
tioned the motives and attitudes 
of the residents of Heather Drive 
in opposing the transfer and 
development of a nonconform- 
ing lot of land. Her letter unfor- 
tunately contained several mis- 
statements of fact and misrepre- 
sentation of the motives of the 
residents affected by the pro- 
posed development. 

The writer of the letter stated 
that ACT: would meet the 
requirements of the standard 
building codes and process. That 
is untrue. As detailed on the 
Mass. Housing and Community 
Development Executive Order 
418 Web site, the reason for the 
classification of the proposed 
development as “affordable 
housing” is because as such, 
construction (on the lot) would 
be under a universal permit that 
exempts the developer from 
having to meet the normal and 
usual requirements for building 
in this town. Further, as 
Andover struggles to find the 
funds to educate its children, 
income normally generated 
through fees and permits would 
be waived again for ACT. As we 
vote on a tax override to meet 
our current budgetary needs, all 
of the taxpayers in this town 
would essentially be called on to 
subsidize ACT’s project through 
fee waivers for permits and 
reviews, utility and water con- 
nections and restricted tax 

assessments. 

When Andover sought to 
establish a master plan for 
affordable housing, the town 
acted with conscience to provide 
for its own residents. There was 
concern that the elderly, town 
workers, young people and 
other residents of the town could 
not afford the cost of continued 
residence within the communi- 
ty. ACT is, of course, not simi- 
larly dedicated, for it lists its 
constituency, not as the families 
or residents of Andover, but 
rather, families in Greater 
Lawrence. Indeed, its members 
in their representations to the 
residents of Heather Drive made 
it clear that their primary mis- 
sion is to provide housing for 
non-traditional Lawrence resi- 
dents with school-age children. 

As a former teacher, adminis- 
trator and, for many years, a vol- 
unteer tutor and advocate for 
children in Lawrence, I appreci- 
ate ACT’s concern. However, 
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‘Disconnect between Town Meeting and will of town 


ed in the meetings, and it 
worked. That’s not to say that 
everyone agreed with the deci- 
sions, but enough agreed so that 
there was no strong pressure to 
change the form of govern- 
ment. 

Today, we have a very differ- 
ent situation. The voting popu- 
lation is around 20,000, people 
work and live in different 
towns, and the economic spread 
within the Andover is wider 
than ever before. The atten- 
dance at Town Meeting is usu- 
ally not more than 2,000, and 
participation as low as 500 is 
not unknown. 

Most issues, especially bud- 
gets, are developed outside the 
meeting and we are presented 
ona “take it or leave it” vote — 
with no idea what happens if 
we vote a particular line item 
down. The real power is in the 
hands of selectmen, School 
Committee members and 
administrators of various 
stripes. The Finance Committee 
advises, comments and recom- 
mends, and is often ignored. 

Surprisingly, the Town Gov- 
ernment Review Committee,

whelmingly approved at Town 
Meeting, but the proposal was 
heavily defeated in the recent 
election. This development 
raises serious questions about 
the role of that venerable, cher- 
ished, and antiquated event 
known as Town Meeting as a 
decision making body in the 
world of today. Candidly, it’s 
too easy to pack it and distort 
the real will of the town! 

Some have expressed a wish 
to retain Town Meeting in its 
present form as “the purest 
form of democracy,” consistent 
with the Norman Rockwell 
image of the citizens speaking 
their mind before the town. 
Others think of it as a quaint 
institution, and a link to our dis- 
tant past, but scarcely relevant 
to today. 

Town Meeting evolved from 
older institutions, such as parish 
and tribal councils. In the 
beginning, the village popula- 
tion was small, engaged in 
mostly rural pursuits, living and 
working in the same area. The 
majority of citizens participat- 


which is looking at the way | 
town government operates, | 
appears to have concluded that 

Town Meeting is just fine as it 

is, with a few tweaks. 

Given the major disconnect | 
between the Town Meeting 
votes and the ballot votes on the 
override, this must be consid- 
ered an erroneous conclusion. 
The democratic process is not 
being well served. 

What is needed is a combi- 
nation of an open Town Meet- 
ing discussion, and a ballot 
vote, as is used in some areas of 
New Hampshire. Perhaps this 
could be coupled with Internet 
voting, with systems available 
in the library for those who do 
not have Internet services. I 
would strongly urge the com- 
mittee to carefully examine this 
alternative.

Those who serve as firefight- 

ers are a special breed of human 
beings; actually they are like no 
other on earth. It bothers me 
when a group of dedicated 
human beings are taken for 
granted and treated like non- 
essential citizens. Firefighters 
unlike other public employees, 
have an unselfish way of being 
in the world that allows them to 
put their own lives at high risk to 
save others, and we can provide 
evidence of this on almost a 
weekly basis. I’ve lived in 
Andover for more than 20 years 
and, thank God, have never 
needed the assistance of our fire 
department, but knowing that 
they are there is a great comfort 
I spoke with some of the individ- 
uals who make up our Andover 
Fire Department and felt their 
deep frustration in having to deal 
with selectmen and a town man- 
ager who evidently have not kept 
their word at recent contract 
negotiations. For me, the break- 
down in communication 
between the groups creates a 
mood of public distrust. Once 
distrust shows up anywhere 
whether in commercial business, 
or in town affairs, it becomes dif- 
ficult to create trust again.
